CHICKS 

Once azain the chiek season is 
fast approaching, and whether 
plans for the spring of 1954 call 
fon a few chicks or several hund- 
red, now is the time to placa 
orders with the hatcheries Early 
orders have a choice of dates of 
delivery, choice of breed, and ost 
hatcheries give a bonus of extra 
chicks if orders are placed at least 
one month in advance of date re- 
quired, On the avetage, early 
hatched chicks do better and are 
more profitable than late hatched 
chicks 

Experience at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station indicates 
that brooder houses can be of al- 
most any shape or design, but 
chicks should not be overcrowded. 
Each chick requiries six square 
inches of floor space wntil six 
weeks old. In other words, a 1)xi2 
foot house will handle 240 chicks 
for six weks, at which time the 
number of chicks should be 1:educed 
to 120. Tine house should be well 
built, insulated, free from draughts 
and well lighted and ventilated, 

Coal, wood, oil, gas and electri- 
city can all be adapted for brooder 
heating systems. Infra-red heat 
lamps ‘old much promise for 
small flock owners who Cave elec- 
tric power available. One 251)- 
watt bulb will provide sufficient 
heat for 75 to 00 chicks, 

Either too much oor too little 
heat has a serious effect on grow- 
ing chicks, For the first week, 
brooder temperature should be 
maintained at 95 to 100 degrees a- 
bove the floor, after which it may 
be lowered about 5 degrees per 
week until 85 degrees is reached. 
At this time chicks are old enough 
to stand lower temperatures for 
short periodse. Too much hea’ his 
a tendency to retard feather 
growth. Automatic heat control 
by thermostat is most useful in 
‘avoiding wide temperature fluc- 
tuations. 

To develop good chicks care 
should be taken to provide suf- 
ficient hoppers to give cach chick 
one inch of feeding space for the 
first three weeks. From three to 
six weeks, two inches of feeding 
Space are required, and over six 
weeks three inches, Chicks require 
&@ constant supply of good water. 
For the first six weeks, provide st 
least two half-gallon fountains 
for each tiundred chicks, 

Now for a few pertinent 
“don'ts.” Don’t overcrowd. Don't 
overheat. Don’t underfeed. Don’t 
take chances. Good chicks, com- 
bined with good brooding, lay the 
foundation for good pullets for the 
Jaying house and good cockerals 
to eat or sell.

Should a candidate make application for a Certificate 
of Qualification after June 1, 1954, he will be required to 
take an examination to establish his proficiency, Candi- 
dates who fail to qualify for a certificate will be given an 
appropriate standing as an apprentice and may then reg- 
ister as an apprentice and complete tis training accord- 
ing to tite apprenticeship Act and these Regulations.

Notwithstanding the growing severity of adverse fac- 


tors, Southern Alberta's coal 


ining industry came through 


1953 as an important producer of new wealth, its output of 
approximately two million tons of coal having a minehead 


value of $11,500,000. 


And, as has~been the case for | 
many years, this region accounted | 
for more than a third of Alberta's | 
total voal production and the |

During the past year the coal 
mining industry in Southern Al- 
berta paid out more than $5,500,- 
000 in wages and salaries to its

Nevertheless, the industry slip- 
ped again during the past year— 


though the ground it lost was not 
as serious as might have been 
expected in the face of the major 
problems harassing the industry in 
every part of Alberta.

Then entire province's coal pro- 
duction lest year amounted to 
only 5,881,419 tons—the smallest 
output since 1939 and a reduction 
of almost three million tons from 
the all-time record year of 1946. 
The decline of 1,313,053 tons from 
the 1952 production of 7,194,472 
ton, was the sharpest reduction 
experienced by the industry in a 
single year for decades, 

The average number of men em- 
ployed by Alberta’s coal mining 
industry dropped from 7,084: in 
1952 to 5,670 during the past 
year, and the average number of 
days worked declined from 190 
in 1952 to 145 in 1953. 

Despite its setbacks and disap- 
pointments during the past year 
however, the coal mining industry 
in Southern Alberta, or the entire 
province generally, has not suf- 
fered anything resembling crip- 
pling blows. 

As a matter of fact, many of- 
ficials of the coal mining industry 
now see an even better long-term 
future for their industry than be- 
fore. This is so because of the 
nature of the adverse factors 
which have been forcing coal 
mining into shrinking its produc- 
tion and because of the prospects 
offered for the future with the de- 
velopment of coal turbine engines. 

And in considering the long- 
term outlook for coal mining, it 
must be remembered that revised 
estimates have placed Alberta's 
known coal reserves at 47,874,300,- 
000 tons—48 per cent. of Canada's 
known coal reserves and about an 
eighth of the world's entire coal 
deposits.-The Coleman Journal.

"Time ripe for dollar countries to show good 
faith by reducing trade barriers and red tape

The tendency to become a high- 

cost economy.in which natural and 
artificial barriers prevent Canada 
from achieving the degree of flexi- 
bility and mobility required for 
orderly adjustment was the main 
theme of the address of James 
Muir, President, at the Annual 
General Meeting of Shareholders 
of The Royal Bank of Canada. In- 
creased flexibility is needed, he 
maintained, if Canada is to make 
those price adjustments necessary 
to maintain stability and prosper- 
ity at home, and insure a competi- 
tive position in world markets, 
Canada, he declared, should also 
further in every possible way the 
movement towards a world of 
liberalized trade and convertible 
currencies, 
"A thriving export trade,” said 
Mr, Muir, “is a means not only of 
paying for imports; but of secur- 
ing, through quantity production, 
lower costs for Canadian goods, 
whether these are exported or con- 
sumed at home. Canada can hope 
to maintain her standard of liv- 
ing only if she keeps her costs 
completely competitive with those 
of producers abroad. 


HIGH COST ECONOMY | 


“Costs and prices in the Cana- 
dian economy tend to be insulated 
in two ways: first, there are busi- 
ness taxes, sales taxes, excise 
taxes, and customs duties which, 
because they are largely at the 
manufacturer's level, are em- 
bedded in the cost base. Second, 
there are certain “invisible insula- 
tors,’ whose existence is none the 
less evident, which make some 
Canadian prices even higher rela- 
tive to foreign prices than the dis- 
parity warranted by taxes, duty, 
and costs of transport. For ex- 
ample, a certain British book--that 
retails in the United Kingdom for 
28s. (or at the current rate of ex- 
change $3.92) sells for $5.00 in 
New York and $7.50 in Toronto, 
A certain piece of British manu- 
factured equipment retailing at 
£41 in the United Kingdom (the 
equivalent of about $112 Cana- 
dian) brings $219 in the United 
States and $275 in Montreal.’ An 
American-made article of house- 
hold equipment sells for $77.50 in 
New England; but the price of the 
same article in Montreal is 
$149.00, 


MONEY MARKET NEEDED 

“We must not ignore the fact 
that the attitude of our govern- 
ment is generally one that favors 
freedom of international trade 
and exchange, Pressure for special 
treatment, even when backed.by 
evident hardship on the part of 
some producer groups, has been 
met by clearly moderate conces- 
sions. Moreover, as I have already 
said, our monetary authority has 
adopted a policy appropriate to a 
nation that must maintain a com- 
petive position in foreign markets. 
Not the least important aspect of 
this policy has been the active en- 
couragement by our. central 
bank of a money market in Can- 
ada, The Bank of Canada’s activi- 
ties and its co-operation with fin- 
ancia) institutions in this respect 
have led to great improvement. 
But today something more is 
needed, It is time now for the 
chartered banks and all other fin- 
ancial institutions in Canada not 
only to support the efforts of the 
central bank but to take positive 
steps to increase their own initia- 
tive and activity in the develop- 
ment of a Canadian money mar- 
ket, Such a market is not only a 
symbol of economic maturity and 
stremgth but is in fact prerequi- 
site to continued progress in a 
country, like Canada, whose econ- 
®mic future depends on the ex- 
pansion of world trade and in- 
vestment, 


DOLLAR AREAS’ ROLE 

“We seem nearer to converti- 
bility today than we have been

Yet nothing could be more dan- 
gerous than the bland assump- 
tion that as a people we are im- 
pressing the world with the 
superiority of our character and 
accomplishments. 

“More correctly, perhaps, our 
situation is akin to that of an 
heiress who can never be sure 
that she is admired for herself 
and not merely for her*wealth. 
Our great wealth of natural re- 
sources is an inheritance which, 
like an individual's inheritance, 
is evidence. of good fortune 
rather than talent. We have 
still to prove that we can make 
the most of ‘these natural re- 
sources in building a great 
nation. 

"It is true that foreign in- 

vestment is a relatively small 
part of Canada’s gross public 
and private investment; but it 
is precisely this foreign invest- 
ment that has provided in good 
measure the risk capital needed 
in resource development. This is 
the usual course of events in 
a rapidly growing country. 
Nevertheless, until we prove 
ourselves, it is safer I think to 
proceed. on the unflattering as- 
sumption that our popularity 
abroad is based not so much on 
what we are as on what we 
have. . 
“Canada so dependent for 
prosperity on a healthy flow of 
goods, services, and investment 
funds across her borders that 
the maintainance of favourable 
opinion abroad is an especially 
important consideration. 

“But, if we are not to dis- 
appoint our friends abroad and 
even more important if we are 
not to fail in achieving the eco- 
nomic development promised by 
our great natural resources, we 
must adopt. those long-run 
measures that remove or re- 
duce certain special barriers to 
our economic growth, The most 
important of these barriers is 
the smallness of our population 
with a consequent narrowness 
of our national market.” 


and steadily improving, Britain 
can afford once more to consider 
freeing the pound sterling with 
the great advantage that now she 
will move from a position of 
strength rather than weakness, 

‘I think we can say that Bri- 
tain and her partners in the 
sterling area, as well as most of 
her NATO partners in western 
Europe, have not only accepted 
convertibility as desirable in 
principle, but have in fact sub- 
jected themselves to the discipline 
in their domestic monetary and 
fiscal policy which is one of the 
prerequisites to convertibility, 

“TI believe the time has come for 
the dollar area to show evidence 
of good faith by reducing trade 
barriers both in the form of tariff 
duties and in the form of customs 
formalities and red tape. The dol- 
lar area must in addition show 
willingness to undertake certain 
responsibilities in the international 
monetary field,

IN_ SASKATCHEWAN, 
5,600 Acres 
Seeded For 
Forage In ‘53 


REGINA. — Acreages seeded te 
forage in 1953 by the provincial 
conservation and development 
branch exceeded 5,600 acres, J. A. 
Arnot, director of the branch, sai@ 
today. This brings the total forage 
crop seedings in the last five years 
to about 40,000 acres, 

The greatest amount of seeding 
on individual projects was done 
at the Squaw creek forage proj- 
ect near’Craik, where 1,220 acres 
were seeded, and at the Mortlach 
forage project west of Moose Jaw 
where 1,248 acres were seeded. 
The Mortlach area produced welt 
over 7,000 tons of fodder this year 
on land which 15 years ago was 
mostly drifting sand. 


The Spangler irrigation project 


in the sputhwest ‘corner of the: 


province produced 1,000 tons of 
hay this year; 890 acres are now 
seeded to forage crops. At Vidora 
irrigation project 980 acres are 
now seeded to forage and will 


come into production soon, while . 


620 acres were seeded to forage 
crops by the C and D branch this 
year in the Meyronne reclamation 
project southwest of Moose Jaw. 

Other projects where acreages 
were seeded to forage crops by 
the branch included Kealey 
Springs, southwest of Swift Cur- 
rent; Maple Bush, south of Elbow; 
Souris in the southeast; Buffale 
Coulee near Kindersley and French 
Flats south of Saskatoon.

Recently, 
the Canadian Wheat Board an- 
nounced that, any farmer wishing to 
purchase up to 100 bushels of Reg- 
istered or Certified seed of wheat, 
oats or barley for seeding purposes 
through his provincial Crop Im- 
provement Association may, in pay- 
ment for same, deliver in excess of 
his quota, up to 200 bushels of com- 
mercial grain, The grain delivered, 
however, must be the same kind as 
the Registered or Certified seed 
being purchased, and must not. ex- 
ceed it in value, On behalf of pro- 
vincial Crop Improvement Associa- 
tions elevator agents are authorized 
to take orders from farmers wishin 
to obtain Registered or Certifi
